Nine Nations Agree 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States and eight other 
World War II allies have for- 
™mally notified Japan of their 
approval of clemency for 10 top 
Japanese war criminals sentenc- 
ed to life imprisonment. 

The international war crimes 
tribunal told Japan that reduc- 
tion of sentences to time served 
is agreeable to the nine govern- 
ments. 


U.K, Statement 
LONDON (Kyodo-UP) 
British Foreign Office Monday 
issued the follo g statement 
on release of Japanese war cri- 
minats: 

“Having considered the in- 
dividual cases of the remaining 
ten major Japanese war crimi- 
nals, Her Majesty's Government 
have decided in consultation 
with the other governments con- 
cerned and in accordance with 
Article 11 of the Treaty of Peace 
with Japan that by an exercise 
of clemency the life sentences 
passed on these criminals by the 
International Military Tribunal 
for the Far East should be redtic- 
ed to time served and the cri- 
minals released accordingly from 
parole. The Japanese Govern- 
ment have been informed of this 
decision.” 


Dissolution Date 
Not Set by Kishi 


Prime Minister Nobusuke Ki- 
shi. again refused to commit 
himself yesterday on when the 
Diet will be dissolved. 

Kishi simply told a meeting 
of the House of Councillors 
Steering Committee that the 
Government will make “utmost 
efforts” for passage of key 
measures. 

The Prime Minister was reply- 
ing to two members of the com- 
mittee—Kohei . Kobayashi and 
Takematsu Abe—who pressed 
Kishi to reveal the date of Diet 
dissolution. 


Kishi told the committee he 
recognizes that public opinion 
for dissolution of the House of 
Representatives has been mount- 
ing since the passage of the 
1958-59 fiscal budget bill.

47 Persons Die in 
Michigan Air Crash

(Kyodo-UP)—A ‘Capital Airlines British- 


built Viscount crashed in a muddy farm field less than a mile 
from the Tricity Airport Sunday night and.all 47 persons were 
killed in the first major commercial air disaster in Michigan 


history. 


The four-engine turbo-prop 
plane was coming in for a land- 
ing at the airport in Michigan's 
thumb area when it apparently 
undershot the runway on an 
instrument approach. 

The plane was loaded to 
capacity with pergons return. 
ing home from Easter holiday 
trips and burst into flames the 
nstant it touched the ground. 

A spokesman at the airport 
said the pilot was in radio con- 
tact with the field as he circled 
overhead. 

But there was no indication 
that the plane was in any 
trouble. . 

Deputy Sheriff John Roberts 
of Saginaw County said the 
pilot was definitely approach- 
ing the field for a landing and 
missed the edge of the. airport 
by at least a quarter of a mile, 


The plane was flight 
67 originating out of New 
York City and terminating at 


Chicago. The City Airport was 
the last stop before Chicago. 

State police said the crash 
occurred at 11:19 p.m. 

The CAA said the plane was 
approaching the Saginaw Air- 
port and crashed 300 feet short 
of runway No. 5. There was a

Taipei Acts

Estes Kefauver (D-Tenn.) pro- 
posed Sunday that the U.S. an- 
nounce a suspension of all fu- 
ture American nuclear tests at- 
ter the forthcoming series in 
the Pacific is completed. 


The former Democratic vice 
ipresidential candidate's  pro- 
} posal came in the wake of a 
new note from Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev asking the 
U.S. and Britain to follow Rus- 
sia's example and end nuclear 
tests. 


The Tennessee senator de- 
clared in a television broadcast 
for Tennessee stations that “in 
ithe eyes of much of the world 
ithe Soviet has gained a great 
propaganda victory by its de 
Cision to stop thermonuclear 
tests.” 


Kefauver said that while the 
iU.S. may doubt the Soviet 
| sincerity, “what we say in this 
| regard is contrasted with what 
| they have done.” He said ac- 
tions speak louder than words 


and “in this case, it is they 
who have acted.” 
Kefauver said: “If the Ad 


ministration is adamantly de- 
termined to go through with 
the tests already scheduled, 
then, I think at the very leas* 
we should announce to the 
world that following the new 
test schedule, we, too, will 
suspend all future tests. 


“Meanwhile, we should go to 
the United Nations with a new 
and vigorous plea for nuclear 
disarmament.” 

Kefauver said that there al- 
ready are U.S. and Soviet stock- 
piles of nuclear weapons large 
enough to destroy most of life 
on the globe. He added that 
“a reasonable hope for continu- 
ing peace will not come until 
we begin to dismantle” them. 


In addition, Kefauver said, 
there always is a danger that 
other nations will throw more 
of their productive energies in- 
to the building of Waeee eciendl 
clear atma. 


The sehator continwed: “If 
they do, we may find that we 
no longer have the power to 
stop the race. Then it will be 
too late. Now there is atill 
time.” 


‘Tough Sledding’ 

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP) 
—George V. Allen, director of 
the U.S. Information Agency, 
said Sunday the US. Govern- 
ment “might have done some- 
thing” to offset Russia’s recent 
propaganda victory on. banning 
nuclear tests, 

Allen also said the U.S. has 
not “done anything very drama- 
tic” recently to beat the Rus- 
Sians in the propaganda field. 
He said USIA is having “tough 
sledding” selling some Amer- 
ican policies. 

Allen made the statements as 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey (D- 
Minn.) urged President Dwight

SEOUL (KyodoUP) — The

structed the Korean mission in 
Tokyo to negotiate for a new 
date, it was announced. 

Vice Foreign Minister Kim 
Dong Jo said Kishi's proposal 
last week to open the deadiock- 
ed negotiations on Tuesday was 
too short a notice and was un- 
acceptable for technical rea- 
sons. 

However, he emphasized that 
the ROK Government agrees to 
a prompt resumption of the 
fulidress negotiations to settle 
the disputed peace treaty and 
property issues. 

The Japanese and ROK gov- 
ernments originally planned to 
begin the talks on March 1 but 
Japan called off the scheduled 
meeting because Seoul failed to 
repatriate the 422 remaining 
Japanese fishermen in Pusan. 

Meanwhile, ROK officials said 
the refusal to hold the meeting 
Tuesday was due to President 
Syngman Rhee’s departure for 
Saigon on a four-day state visit 
and talks would not be held 
while the President is out of the 
country. 

These officials said the Gov- 
ernment would make some sort 
of announcement Tuesday on 
the scheduled talks. 


Fujiyama Denial 

Foreign Minister Altichiro 
Fujivyama yesterday denied 
Japan had proposed any specific 
date for the reopening of formal 
normalization talks with South 
Korea.

Japan's basic stand was that the 
reopening of the formal talks 
should await complete repatria- 
tion of Japanese fishermen de- 
tained in Pusan.

Atom-Contaminated Waters 
Hit Japan, Report Claims 


Nuclear-contaminated waters 
reach Japan one year after Paci- 
fic atom tests, three Japanese 
scientists will report today. 

Their report will be made at 
a meeting of the Japan Ooceano- 
graphic Society at Tokyo Uni- 
versity. 

The three scientists, Including 
Dr. Yasuo Miyake of the Tokyo 
Education University, have been 
studying for the past four years 
the distribution of radiation 
from the 1954 Bikini H-bomb 
tests. 

Prior to the official announce- 
ment of the report, the three 
scientists disclosed a brief out- 
line of its contents yesterday. 

Dr. Miyake and his team used 
the findings of the Shunkotsu 
Maru observation mission of 
June 1954, surveys made by the 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s ship Taney in March and 
April 1955, and the joint study 
of north Pacific waters conduct- 
ed py Japan, America and 


Canada in the summer of 1955. 

The team estimated that 
waters tn the western Pacific, 
covering an area west of Hawali 
to Japan, contain some three 
million curies of manaade 
radioactive elements when com- 
puted in terms of strontium-90. 

According to Dr. Miyake, this 
level of contamination is some 
10 times that of the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

The three scientists claimed 
the contamination of the waters 
in the area is showing ho signs 
of decreasing, even with the 
lapse of time. 

The report claims the polluted 
waters from the testing sites 
reach the areas near Japan one 
year after the experiments. 

The report says radioactive 
elements hurled into the sea 
from the U.S. tests are carried

Communist China is unchatg- 
ed.” . 

The Foreign Minister exprese- 
ed regret over current move 
ments in the United States to 
restrict imperte of Japanese 
goods. He feared these efforts 
were being increased and called 
for an understanding by Amer- 
ican economic circles of Japan's 
export problems. 

Fujivyama told the luncheon 
meeting that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment had set an export goal 
of $3,150 million for the 1956 
| fiseal year. 

“This is a minimum figure for 
stabilization and promotion of 
the nation’s economy,” Fuji- 
vama said. “Attainment of this 
goal will be difficult in view of 
the current stagnation in world 
economy and indications of 
business recession.” 

Thus, he pointed out, “It is 
necessary for us Japanese to 
seek and obtain every oppor- 
tunity possible for expansion of 
Japan's trade.” 

Fujiyama stressed that the 
United States occupied top posi- 
tion in Japan’s exports and im- 
ports.

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The 1958 primary season opens 
next week to run until late 
September for the nomination 
of candidates to be elected to 
Congress and hundreds of state 
and local offices next Nov. 4. 

Thirtythree of the 86 U.S. 
Senate seats, all 435 House seats 
and 34 governorships will be at 
stake in the November voting— 
the major political contest be- 
tween the 1956 and 1960 pres- 
idential elections.

‘Cancer Is 
Produced 


In Test Tube 


| PASADENA, Calif. (AP)—A 
 calantiot reported Monday for 
ithe first time the production of 
cancer in a test tube by a virus. 

Under the eye of the research- 
ler, normal chicken cells in a 
igiagss dish turned cancerous 
‘within a week after being in- 


F } oculated with a virus which has 
B | long been known to cause malig- 


inancy in living chickens. 

| After the virus started the 
}cancer process it seemingly dis- 
appeared, but the cancer kept 
growing. The researcher ex- 
pressed the belief that the virus 
had made ite way into the here- 
ditary material of the cell and 
become a gene. 

The report was made by Dr. 
H. Rubin, virus expert of the 
California Institute of Technolo- 
gy: He talked to science writers 
on the American Cancer Socie- 
ty’s tour of research labora- 
tories. 

Dr. Rubin's report raises anew. 
the possibility of a vaccine or 
a serum to fight cancer. It does 
so because it fits into a theory 
offered only a few days ago by 
Dr. S. E. Luria, University of I- 
linois virus expert. 

Dr. Luria expressed the opini- 
on that even though human can- 
cers may be caused by viruses, 
the agent of malignancy may 
never be recovered from pati- 
ents because the virus hides it- 
self by becoming a gene, and 
does not act as a cell-destroying 
instrument such as the virus of 
polio. 

Instead of killing a cell, Dr. 
Rubin said, the virus in his ex- 
periment works its way into the 
cell's hereditary mechanism and 
becomes a piece of genetic In- 
formation. 

When the cell divides, it 
makes a mistake because of this 
faise information and produces 
two cells also containing misin- 
formation. The mistake is per- 
petuated and becomes a cancer. 

Dr. Luria, working with differ- 
ent kinds of cells and viruses, 
came up with similar findings. 

Robert Ting, an associate of 
Dr. Luria, treated some of the 
virus-inoculated cells with 
chloromycetin, an antibiotic, and 
they did not turn cancerous. 

This indicated, Dr. Luria said, 
that after the virus enters the 
cell it wanders around for a 
while before it joins the genetic 
mechanism. The cell may divide 
20 to 30 times while the virus 


is still free and the virus 
divides every ime the ceil 
divides. 


During this time the cell re- 

mains normal. This apparent- 
ly is the period during which 
the antibiotic can kill the virus. 
So acientists may be able to 
forestall cancer if they can 
catch and kill a cancer virus 
after it Invades the cell.but be- 
fore it joins the hereditary sys- 
tem. 
Also when the virus joins 
the genes it leaves its mark on 
the outside of the cell, Dr. 
Luria said. This is in the form 
of a particle which he called 
an antigen—simply some type 
of foreign body. 

Here scientists have an op- 
portunity to produce a vaccine, 
the scientist said. If this anti- 
gen particle can be isolated it 
may be possible to use it as 
the basis for producing a vac- 
cine that would destroy all 
cells with the telltale marker, 
Dr. Luria said.

1st Japan A-Reactor Modeled 


The Atomic Energy Research 
Institute has launched experi- 
ments to study the mechanism 
of Japan’s first atomic reactor. 

The experiments are under 
way at a laboratory of the 
Hitachi, Ltd. in Ibaraki Prefec- 
ture on a model of the project 
ed reactor. 

Uranium is not being used as 
fuel in the experiments. 

Following completion of the 
tests at the end of June, a 
building to house the reactor 
will be constructed at the 
Atomic Energy Research In- 
stitute’s laboratory, in the vil- 
lage of Tokai. The reactor will 
be completed next year. 

Meanwhile, the Socialist Party 
urged the Government yester- 
day to be “cautious” in conclud- 
ing atomic power agreements 
with the United States and Brit- 
ain. 

The urging, in the form of a 
representation, was made to 
Chief Cabinet Secretary Kiichi 
Aichi by Rep. Mitsu Kono and 
two other Socialist leaders. 

The Socialist action followed 
the recent conclusion of Japan- 
U.S. negotiations in Washington 
for an atomic power agreement 
between the two nations. 

Initialing of the agreement is

The Socialist representation 
said that emphasis in Japan's 
atomic energy policy should be 
placed on revision of the exist- 
ing atomic energy agreements 
with the U.S., strengthening of 
international atomic energy or- 
ganizations and promotion of 
scientific research, 


The representation said that 
conclusion of the projected 
atomic power agreements with 
the U.S. and Britain might lead 
to subordination of Japan's 
atomic energy development to 
the two countries and result in 
intensification of international 
disputes in the field of atomic 
energy. 

It urged the Government to 
give careful study to the safety 
of power reactors to be purchas- 
ed from the two nations instead 
of making haste in concluding 
agreements. 

Japan should have the right

Salzburg Marionettes. For 
those who know them and hav® 
seen them already either in 
Salzburg. Austria, itself or In 
atiy other part of the world, 
these two words are connected 
with the imagination of the 
thagic world of Illusion of 
witches and wonders, fatries and 
dwarfs and of ple of days 
long gone hy. e figurines-— 
being unreal themselves—are 
bound to live in an unreal 
world brought to life by the 
skillful fingers of Prof. Hermann 
Aicher and his assistants pulling 
the strings to which they are 
thed. 

The art of puppet and marie 
nette playing, as proved hy 
ancient documents and excava- 
tiene, hae been known at all 
times and all over the world, 
The cradle of puppetry seems 
to have been the Fer Eaat 
where the Javanese marionette 
players, for Instance, had to be 
versatile artists who in return 
enfoved many privileges, and 
wonders have been heard of 
Burmese puppet playing and 
Chinese shades. In the western 
hemisphere the art of puppet

The Salzburg Marionettes 


were founded by Anton Aicher, 
a noted scuiptor, in 1913. The 
first public performance was 
Mozart's short opera “Bastien 
and Bastienne.” Hermann 
Aicher, his son, grew up among 
the marionettes and being a 
gifted sculptor himself heiped to 
extend the nutnber of figurines 
to some 1,500 and the repertoire 
te over 100 operas, plays and 
fairy tales. His puppets are true 
children of the Salzburg atmos- 
phere with expressive charac- 
ters and extremely charming 
faces. 

The secret of their charm lies 
in the idea that on being design- 
ed strong consideration is given 
to the eheracter they will im- 
personate in the play.

Biepecially since the in- 
vention of tape recorders it has 
given the marionettes a won- 
derful opportunity not dnly to 
play In every country in the 
language spoken there but also 
t use tape recordings of out- 
standing performances of the 
Vienna State Opera. 

In 37 Countries 

The Salzburg Marionettes 
have so far traveled in 27 
countries in Europe and over- 
seas. The United States alone 
have been topred five times. 
Up to now Japan had never 
been included in their tours 
much to the regret of the 
Alcher family and their staff. 
Now thelr coming to Japan 
means the realization of a 
dream cherished for many 
years. It will enable the peo- 
ple of Japan tO compare the 
marionettes with their own 
centuries old art of Bunreku 
puppets. 

In the Bunraka one can 
admire the puppet as well as

British Writer Making

With a Rockefeller grant te 
prepare a book on the Bunraku, 
fapan’s three-centuries oid doll 
theater, A. C. Scott has come 
to Japan again for a three to 
four month stay, much of which 
he plans to spend backstage 
with the Bunraku Troupe in 
Osaka, and in Awaji Island to 
see the dolls in the prétess of 
being made. 

An acknowledged authority 
in the field of classic Oriental 
theater, he made the initial step 
in this direction through 4&4 
three-year stay In China, where 
he gained an on-the-spot acqua- 
intamge with the classic Chinese 
t.ieater. 

Japan's Kabuki came next, @ 
publication on this subject 
béine the fruit of a two-year 
period spent im Tokyo. And 
now, he is baek again, this time 
te continue research on the 
Burtraku theater. 

With @ rare understanding 
and sympathy for the probiema 
as well as the accomplishments 
of the so-called classic theater 
forms in Japan, Seott regrets 
the imevitable decline of such 
fine old institutions as the 
Bunraku, and yet realizes that 
the change ise unavoidable, a9 
each form adapts iteelf in its 
own manmer to the changing 
of the times. 

Het, says Mr. Seott, whereas 
the socalled classic nationa: 
theater of China as well as the 
Kabuki of Japan, show visible 
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signs of this adaptation to the 
modern world in the staging 
and im the plays themselves, 
Bunraku refains more of the 
old traita. “I find Bunraku in- 
teresting in that offe can see 
the old form of the Kabuki re 
tained in its manner of staging, 
he says. “I wish there were 
some way of preserving in 
tact in its old form: but I sup- 
pose change is inevitable. I'm 
sure we can't expect the young 
people today to make the 
unreaku or Kabuki the famiiy 
affairs that they used to be in 
the old davs.

staging, which he considers 
worthy of particular attention.

Sakura Bloom All Year 
Round, Not Just in Spring 


By TSUGI 

Cherry, blossoms have often 
been likened to the “samurai” 
or Warriors who preferred a 
short and daring life to a pro- 
longed colorless life, because 
the flowers bloom gorgeously 
all at once and fall within a 
week or so instead of clinging 
to the branch, withered and dis- 
colored. 

It ig commonly believed that 
cherry trees biossom only in 
spring, but Kunivuki Takizawa, 
an unknown painter, who con- 
centrates on painting cherry 
blossoms, says there are more 
than 200 different kinds which 
bloom during the four seasons. 
Takizawa also cultivates cherry 
trees in pots at his home in 
Hanno, Saitama Prefecture, “! 
had a great variety of cherry 
trees before the war when I 
lived in Tekyo, but now I have 
oniy a few,” he says. 

He lives on the bank of the 
River Nagura where he has 
bullt a little cottage for himeelf 
ami his wife. A beautiful view 
of the river and the valley can 
be seen from the house. 

Though not a botanist he is 
familiar with various specimens 
of cherry treés. Takizawa says 
that for 10 years in prewar days 
he toured all parts of Japan 
from the southern tip of Kyu- 
shu to Hokkaido and the Kurile 
Islands looking for blooming 
cherry trees. 

Takizawa usually left home in 
Tokyo in September heading 
southward to see the “Higan- 
zakura,” a species which blooms 
twice during the spring and au- 
tumn equinoctial weeks. The 
blossoms are red and rather 
small. 

The “higan-zakura” is follow- 
ed by the “fuyu-zakura,” winter 
cherry blossoms in November. 
“In prewar days there were

some winter cherry trees in the 
Shinjuku Gardens, but they 
seem to have died and the only 
place I know of where the same 
kind grows is the Hirako Kan- 
non in Ise,” explains Takizawa. 
In December the “uba-cakura” 
translated aged cherry trees, 
bear small flowers. “Uba-caku- 
ra,” however, does not mean 
that the trees are old. The 
word “uba” is used when 
describing women past 40 
ears who are no longer young 
ut have a matured beauty. 
The “ganjitsu-zakura” or the 
New Year cherry blossoms are 
seen in the southern part of 
Japan. The blossoms are white 
and double petaled. Takizawa 
thinks that this kind does not 
grow in Tokyo. 


In February which is the cold- 
est month of the year the “kan- 
zakura” or midwinter cherry 
begins to bloom in Tatwan and 
Izu Peninsula. The blossoms 
are usually small and red. 


Early in March the double- 
etaled “Kumagaya-zakura” 
owers, but according to Taki- 
gawa this is very scarce. 


Besides the above-mentioned, 
cherry trees commonly known 
as “shikibeakufa” or the four- 
season sakura bear flowers in 
September, February and April. 

Kyoto becomes the mecca of 
cherry blossom lovers. 

In June and July five-petal- 
ed blossoms grace the moun- 
tainside in Hokkaido and the 
Kurile Islands. The trees are 
only about one meter tall and 
blossoms are red and small. 

Pink, yellow, white, green 
and black are called “Goshiki,” 
five colors which are most com- 
mon. Blossoms with a. black 
tinge are called “sumizome” (a 
word commonly used to des- 
cribe priestly robes).  Accord-

No Tokyo dance director 
or nightclubber would tolerate 
the lazy, derelict motions of 
these bored maidens. American 
audiences too are growing tir 
ed of Japan’s substandard en- 
tertainment exports. The popu- 
larity of Japanese acts has 
dropped sharply inm_ recent 
months, 

The girls ought to have more 
sense than to let the manage- 
ments pawn them off on the 


public under such ridiculous 
names as the “Moshi Moshi 
Dancers,” “Ichi Ban Keiko,” 


and “Tokyo Venus.” 

A year ago Honolulu’s spot- 
lights exposed the bare derriere 
of Tokyo's strippers. 
ever alert police, who have com- 
pletely eliminated Oahu’s once 
famous bordellos, clamped 
down.

Robertson Tops Cage Play 
With 35.1 Scoring Average 


NEW YORK (AP)—Statistics 
have supported what many a 
fan suspected—that Cincinnati's 
Oscar Robertson dominated ma- 
jor U.S. college basketball in 
the 1957-58 season like no other 
first-year player in history. 


Final tabulations by the NCAA 
Service Bureau show Robert- 
son’s per game average of 35.i 
and point total of 984, both top 
for major players, were the high- 
est ever compiled by a collegian 
in his first season of varsity 
competition. 

The All-America from Indian- 
apolis, a sophmore, played 25 
games and scored 352 field goals 
and 280 free throws. Oscar was 
runner-up to Ralph Crosthwaite 
of Western Kentucky in field 
‘goal pefcentage with 571 per 
cent of 352 of 617 attempts, hit 
79 per cent of his free throws, 


and while standing a mere 64 
or so in a game of giants, ranked 
16th in rebounding. 

His per game average was the 
third highest ever recorded and 
his point total the second best 
for one season. 

Seattle's Elgin Baylor, who 
led the scorers much of the sea- 
son, finished second with a 32.5 
average on 943 points in 29 
games. Kansas’ Wilt Chamber- 
lain was third with a 30.1 aver- 
age on 633 points in 21 games. 

Crosthwaite, 67 Pivotman, 
hit on 202 of 311 field goal at- 
tempts to lead in accuracy with 
510 per cent. Top man on 
free throw accuracy was Semi 
Mintz of Davidson, who cashed 
in 105 of 119 tries from the 
foul line for .882 per cent. Alex

cordance with the change of 
symptoms. 

Yamagiwa said the Govern 
ment’s retrenchment ~ policy 
had proved a success. 


Referring to the production 
control at present being carriea 
out by various industries, 
Yamagiwa said that it had been 
effected voluntarily in most 
cases. 


He said, however, that atten- 
tion must be directed to m- 
dustries which had been forced 
to resort to such action under 
pressure of the tight money 
policy.

February sales of petroleum

The month’s sales showed a 
6 per cent increase over the 
corresponding period of last 
year, the report said. 

Itemwise, the sales of gaso- 
line and heavy oil decreased 
28 per cent and 48 per cent, 
respectively, from the previous 
month. 

Sales of heavy oil, however, 
increased by 5 per cent and 


other categories slightly in- 
creased oor remained wunb- 
changed. 

Import of petroleum pro- 


ducts for February amounted 
to 169,000 kiloliters or 34.9 per 
cent less than the previous 
month. 

The month's crude oil pro 
cessings amounted to 1,114,000 
kiloliters or 11.8 per cent less. 

Petroleum products output 
amounted to 1,094,000 kiloll- 
ters also 7.8 per cent less, 

The nation’s petroleum pro- 
duct stocks for February, 
which had continued to in- 
crease since last April, decreas- 
ed 4 per cent from the previ- 
ous month to 2,004,000 Kkiloli- 
ters—the first shrinkage in 10 
months. 

The stocks, however, still 
represented a 63.6 per cent in- 
crease over the corresponding 
period of last year.

The negotiations between Japan and the United States 
for the conclusion of a general atomi¢e cooperation agree- 
ment, which were begun last autumn, are reported to have 
been completed, and it is expected that the agreement will 
be initialed some time thie week and signed about two 
weeks later if it receives the formal approval of the Japa- 


nese Government. 


The talks have been carefully conducted throughout 
on both sides and a number of difficulties thrashed out. 
The laat obstacle to be overcome was the question of ;re- 
turning to the United States the plutonium produced in 
reactors supplied to Japan by that country. 


The American side objected to the Japanese proposal 
that the United States give a written guarantee that by- 
products such as plutonium returned to it would not be 


used for military purposes, a 
embarrassing to this country. 


use which would have been 
The American contention 


was that such a guarantee was unnecessary since President 
Eisenhower had already declared that the plutonium would 
be used only for peaceful purposes. In the absence of de- 
tails of precisely what has been agreed upon, it is not clear 
how this matter is proposed to be arranged, 


The Japanese side has been insistent upon proper safe- 
guards on this point in that it was reported that the United 
States was short of plutonium and might be inclined to 
obtain. supplies from the reactors of countries with which 
it had an atomic agreement. Adoption of such a plan would 
mean that reactors purchased for “peaceful purposes” might 
in effect be used to assist in the production of nuclear 


weapons, 


We must await the full text of the proposed agreement 
before we can know how this matter—and some technical 
details—has been g@ttied. The Japanese Government will, 
of course, Need to study the documents carefully so that 
this country’s settled policy with regard to atomic energy 


is safeguarded. 


It will also be necessary for the Diet to 


ratify it In final form, a process which might be delayed in 
the case of an early dissolution. In the United States, if the 
agreement, after heing signed by President Eisenhower, 
Secretary of State Dulles and members of the U.S. Atomic 
. Energy Commission, meets no opposition while before Con- 
gress for 30 days, it will come into force immediately so far 
as the Americans are concerned. 

it may be pointed out that a bilateral agreement is only 
partially satisfactory to Japan which has expressed a-wish 


that atomic fuel should be supplied through the Interna- 


tional Atomic Energy Agency and that the functions of in- 
spection and control should be transferred to that organiza- 


tion as quickly as possible. 
this end will be called for.

An atomic power agreement with Britain ts also need- 
ed. The Scientific and Technological Agency here intends 
in the next fiscel year to settle the issue of the purchase of 
Calder Halltype of reactors from Britain and to start nego- 
tiations with Canada for the purchase of uranium. 

Domestic developments in Japan will be conducted 
with the ¥11.170 million set aside in the fiscal year 1958 
budget. for atomic energy projects. Plans include the push- 
ing of Studies on nuclear fusion as well as atom-powered 
ships and the establishment of an insurance system cover- 
ing damage resulting from atamic energy. As to the utiliza- 
tion of isotopes, plans are now being prepared for the study 
of the means of improving textiles and synthetic resins as 
well a& sterilization of foods by atomic radiation. 


An important question is that of increasing coopera- 
tion with atomic energy organizations in other countries, 
by means of which Japan will be able to keep abreast of 


progress in nuclear science. 


It is hoped that this country 


will be adequately represented in any international con- 
ferences dealing with atomic problems. The Japan Atomic 
Energy Peaceful Utilization Foundation has decided to in-

Only one such was sent to 


the United States last vear by the foundation. 

Meanwhile, the Atomic Energy Research Institute has 
started a series of experiments to study the functioning 
mechanism of Japan’s first atomic reactor to be completed 


next year. 


These experiments are under way at a labora- 


tory Of the Hitachi, Lid. in Ibaraki Prefecture through the 
use of a model of the projected reactor. 


The new agreement with the United States, if signed 
and ratified, will permit Japan to secure an American 
power reactor and about six tons of fissionable material, 
and it looks as if definite forward progress in the matter of 
the peaceful use of atomic energy by this country is loom- 


ing on the horizon. 


Some opposition has been voiced by 


the Socialists to the proposed agreement, but we expect 
the Diet to give its approval in due course to arrangements 
which we think should prove of definite value to Japan.

Eventually, Why Not Now? 


W ASHINGTON— When the un- 
encouraging preliminary figures 
for March employment and busi- 
ness activity were laid before 
the Cabinet last week, the res- 
ponse was gioomily impassive. 
This raises the puzzling ques- 
tion: “Eventually, why not 
now?" 


Eventually, if the final returns 
on March are bad, the Admin- 
istration is heavily committed 
to a bold, business-stimulating 
tax cut. The President himself 
promised the country a March 
upturn only a few weeks ago. 
Other leading figures of the 
Eisenhower team have repeated. 
ly explained that we must wait 
and see the March outcome, and 
they have indicated that action 
to cut taxes would follow if the 
March outcome proved disap- 
pointing. 


Virtually all the indices now 
Suggest that the March outcome 
will be decidedly disappointing. 
New applications for unemploy- 
ment relief have dropped frac- 
tionally. The month may well 
show a& modest increase of per- 
sons having jobs—which the 
White House staff will bmmed}- 
ately claim as justification of 
the President's incautious fore- 
cast, 


But although the total of em- 
ployed may rise, the figures al- 
ready available almost surely 
mean that the crucial unem- 
ployment total will either hold 
about even or quite possibly 
rise too. As family incomes are 
eut by cuts in work hours, more 
and more housewlves and young 
people are looking for jobs to 
keep pork chops on the family 
table. Overall, the American 
economy looks like doing no bet- 
ter in March than in February, 
and there are some who say 
that the curve is still down- 
ward in a month of normal 
seasonal pickup. 

Unanimity among economists 
is never to be looked for. But 


there are not many Government 
economists who have not al- 
ready delivered an unfavorable 
verdict on the month of March, 
except for men directly attach- 
ed to the President's staff like 
Dr. Gabriel Hauge. The White 
House experts and some in the 
Treasury continue to argue that 
the economy’s March perfor- 
mance can only he judged when 
all the statistics are finally 
available, in mid-April,

Maybe Dr. Hauge is right. 
Certainly, it is now the White 
House intention to stick to the 
wait-and-see line at least until 
mid-April. Even Vice President 
Nixon, who was all for an im- 
mediate tax cut only two weeks 
ago, has swung around to the 
case for wailtand-see, But the 
odds are clearly about three to 
one that when mid-April rolls 
around, the final returns on 
March will give the Administra- 
tion no choice but taking the 
promised action to cut taxes, or 
openly declaring that taxcut 
ting is not such a good remedy 
after all. 

Therefore, the question: 
“Eventually, why not now?” It 
has ail the more force hecause 
any stimulant always is more 
effective if it is applied early, 
whether to an alling economy 
or an ailing body. It is a really 
puzzling question, but it has aa 
answer that comes in three 
parts, 

In the first place, a big tax 
cut is a very big step, espe- 
cially in view of the worsening 
foreign and defense situations, 
which may make heavy future 
demands on the economy. For 
this reason if for no other, the 
key man on the Presidents 
advisory team, Secretary of the 
Treasury Robert Anderson 
takes Dr. Hauge’s line. not hos 
tile to a tax cut if need be, but 
wanting all the evidence before 
the decision.

As is generally Known, the 
entry to a foreign country is 
regulated by its own domestic 
laws and, therefore. entry regu- 
lations vary with countries ac- 
cordihg to their own domestic 
conditions. ¥ 

In the case of Japan, the Im- 
migration Bureau, under the Im- 
migration Control Ordinance 
and regulations implementing 
it. classifies the status and fixes 
the period of stay of foreigners 
entering this Country according 
to the respective purposes of 
their trips. 

Visas being granted by the 
Japanese Government's overseas 
agencies are also based on the 
regulations of the said ordinance. 

Mejiroite complained in his 
letter appearing in this colomn 
on March 27 that the Japanese 
consular authorities denied is- 
suance of a visa good for more 
than 60 days to an American 
wishing to visit Japan to join 
his Japanese wife. 

There is, however, no such 
regulations prohibiting such an 


action in the Japenese entry 
regulations. 
As is customary in many 


countaies, however, Government 
agencies abroad are not per- 
mitted to issue visas valid for a 
long stay. They are, instead 
required to obtain prior appro- 
val of their home Government 
before actually issuing such a 
visa.

This is indeed regrettable. 

In case an unemployed man 
wants to join his wife in Japan 
for a lengthy period, prior in- 
vestigations are required with 
respect to his personal record 
and his guarantor in this coun- 
try. (This job is done by the 
immigration authorities.) 

In this case, therefore, Japa- 
nese consular authorities. are 
not authorized to issue a visa 
on their own, 

Upon receipt of inquiry from 
the Government's overseas agen- 
cles, however, the Foreign 
Office in consultation with the 
immigration authorities, makes 
it a rule to order issuance of 
appropriate visa as soon as pos- 
sible. 

(In this case also, the appli- 
cant, often too impatient to wait 
for the result of inquiry to the 
Japanese Foreign Office, cannot 
get a visa of the kind he wants, 
and for this reason, expresses 
dissatisfaction. In such a case, 
however, it is not right to jump 
at the conclusion that acquisi- 
tion of a long-term visa is ex- 
tremely difficult). 

Anybody who wants to stay 
in Japan for an extended period 
to care for his sick wife or child 
is entitled to a visa after the 
above-mentioned inquiry to the 
Japanese Foreign Office. 


Even in the case of a foreign 
er who has entered this coun- 
try with a short-term visa issu- 
ed by consular authorities, his 
application for extension of stay 
is actually accepted in most 
eases by the Japanese immigra- 
tion authorities regardless of 
his status of residence. In this 
way, special humanitarian con- 
sideration is given in dealing 
with visas. 

Such being the case, it is un- 
thinkable that there should 
arise a situation In which a for- 
elgner is forced to divorce his 
Japanese wife o: in which he 
is compelied to abandon his 
wife, because of difficulties in 
obtaining a visa. 

Making reference to the entry 
into this country of an Italian 
nursemaid, Mejiroite complained 
that he had been unable to ob 
tain a visa before he went to 
the trouble of taking a job for 
the purpose of getting it. 

However, it should be noted 
here that consular authorities 
are making efforts to grant 
visas suitable for the entry pur- 
poses of applicants according to 
nmmigration and other related 
regulations. 

Mejiroite appears to have has- 
tily concluded that he would not 
be granted a visa for stay in 
this country in excess of 00 
days. As explained above, he is 
mistaken if he so believes. 

Ordinary visas for entry into 
Japan are classified into four 
categories of transit, tourist, 
commercial and “special” visas, 
(“Special” visas include many 
cases to which any of the other 
three categories do not appty. 
Such cases include students and 
missionaries, and visits to rela- 
tives.) The period of stay of a 
foreigner is determined accord- 
ing to his purpose of visit to 
this country. 

Regarding the question of in- 
formative materials, such mate- 
rials are not provided at present 
by Japanese Government agen- 
cies abroad. However, Japa- 
nese officials In charge of visas 
at such agencies are naturally 
doing their best to explain re- 
gulutions and other related 
matters to visa applicants,

Cherished Dream of Arab World

The conception of a national 
unity is an ideal which practical- 
ly all Arabs cherish in their 
hearts; it was, Indeed, the de- 
clared goal of the Arab awaken- 
ing which began during World 
War I. Now, over 40 years 
later, the first practical steps 
have been taken to unify some 
of the many Arab territories 
which have attained. statehood, 
The republics of Egypt and Sy- 
ria have merged themselves into 
a single unit called the United 
Arab Republic; the Kingdom of 
Iraq and Jordan have formed a 
confederation known as the 
Arab Union and, lastly, the King- 
dom of the Yemen has agreed 
to federation with the United 
Arab Republic. 


The agreement with the Ye- 
men was an afterthought but 
both the unions appeared to 
have been decided upon in some 
haste and under the pressure 
of political circumstances; most 
of the details of the constitution- 
al changes which were entailed 
were left to be worked out at 
later dates and only broad 
points of principle were an- 
nounced at the time.

Russian Man in Space

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(INS)—The Soviet Union, while 
apparently covering up Sput- 
nik failures, has proclaimed its 
lead jn the race to put a man 
in space. 


With the U.S. still in the pre- 
liminary stages of testing 
humans on simulated space 
journeys, Russian scientists 
claim they already have placed 
16 men at heights of “zero grav- 
ity’"—the point in space at 
which a body becomes “weight- 


less,” 


Scant details of the “specially 
programmed flights” were given 
in a booklet entitled “Soviet 
Sputniks,” which was released 
at U.N. Headquarters by the 
USSR delegation. 


However, the publication— 
prepared for the Kremlin by 
three Soviet academicians and 
16 other renowned Russian 
scientists—comes to the conclu- 
sion that “before very long 
man's flight into outer space 
will become a fact.” 


The Soviets leave no doubt 
that they consider themselves 
well ahead of the U.S. in digging 
out secrets of the ionosphere 
and. studies of biological pheno- 
mena of living organisms travel- 
ing in outer space. 


But U.N. diplomats, failing 
completely to unravel many 
ambiguities in the Soviet book- 
let, take some of the claims 
with a good many grains of salt. 

As an example, the publica- 
tion in discussing cosmic bio- 
logy persistently speaks of 
“short filghts in rockets, to al- 
titudes of 60 to 125 miles.” 


- The impression it seeks to 
convey is that not only animals, 
such as the Sputnik dog Laika, 
but also humans have partici- 
pated in these space pioneering 
junkets. Then, under the head- 
ing “Life on a Satellite,” the 
booklet reports: 

“Interesting results have been 
obtained in studying the effect 
of zero gravity on human be- 
ings. Weightlessness occurs in 
a specially programmed flight 
by airplane and it continues 
for 30 to 45 seconds. 


“Of 16 persons who have 
taken part in such flights, eight 
said that they had felt well. The 
scientist who conducted the 
study and who has taken part 
in a flight, stated that the zero- 
gravity state was the best form

“It has been established that, 
repeatedly experiencing 
weightl ss in flight, the 
human organism adjusts itself 
to it, and a person who has ex- 
perienced jt several times re- 
tains a sufficiently good orien- 
tation in space and is capable of 
making precise, coordinated 
movements.” 

This would hardly-seem to be 
an iron-clad deduction on the 
basis of evidence presented. 
There is somewhat firmer evi- 
dence that the Russians have 
been trying fruitlessly to put up 
another man-made moon ever 
since Sputnik Il was launched 
last November. 

The booklet states that to 
solve the problems of flight ‘o 
the moon and interplanetary 
visits “many Sputniks will be 
needed.” it also indicates the 
Russian scientists have been 
aiming without success to place 
a satellite in orbit at about 22,- 
500 miles above the earth. 


At the 22,500 altitude, the 
satellite would be in 24 hours 
orbit—that is, would circle the 
earth just once’ a day. If it 
could be shot in the plane of 
the equator, the booklet says, 
the satellite, traveling at break- 
neck speed would appear to 
“hover motionless over some 
point of the equator, as though 
on top of an invisible tower 
thousands of miles high. 

On the basis of their studies, 
although considerably diluted as 
presented in the publication, the 
19 Soviet scientists drew this 
“man in space” timetable: 

“We can say that a flight to 
the moon is a matter of the near 
future.” The trip would take 
‘no more than five days” and 
possibly only 24 hours because 
“a route has been calculated by 
which the flight could be made 
even more quickly.” 

One of several projects for 
flights to Mars envisages the as- 
sembly of 10 space ships, each 
weighing 1,700 tons, on space 
stations. “From their circular 
orbit around the earth they 
would get out, via a transit or- 
bit, to an ellipse and would 
move toward Mars in the 
sphere of the sun’s attraction 
without using fuel.”

The difficulties caused by the 
physical remoteness will prob-

On the side of the Arab Union, 
the members have a common 
frontier, so the first lot of diffi- 
culties will not arise.

Moreover, the curren- 
cles of the two partners are 
based on sterling and have vir- 
tually the same values in the 
world market. I am, in fact, 
left with the impression that 
the Arab Union is the more 
practical of the two. 


I find the so-called fadera- 
tion of the Yemen with the 
United Arab Republic uncon- 
vincing. The distance which sepa- 
rates Egypt from Syria is bad 
enough but the Republic and 
the Yemen lie at different ends 
of the Arab world. In constitu- 
tional and social development 
the two are even further apart: 
the government and general 
conditions in the Yemen being 
describable as medieval. 


Political Gesture 


Tt is hard to see what so back- 
ward and reactionary a monar- 
chy will find in common with a 
republic which possesses some 
of the most “advanced” poli- 
tical and social thinkers among 
the Arab peoples. I find it dif- 
ficult to escape the conclusion 
that the accession of the Ye- 
men is nothing more than a 
convenient political gesture, 


Apart from the fact that one 
(leaving aside the Yemen) is 
made up of republics and the 
other of kingdoms, and while 
the first claims complete union 
and the second fis a confedera- 
tion, the constitutional fea- 
tures of the United Arab Repub- 
lic and the Arab Union are not 
so very different. 


I can, therefore, see little 
justification for the criticisms 
of the Arab Union which have 
been voiced in Cairo, 


No startling change of poli- 
tical alignment has been pro- 
duced by the unions: in fact it 
might be said that the only al- 
teration to the previous posi- 
tion is that cooperation be- 
tween the two Hashemite king- 
doms (which has always been 
clearly in the interests of both) 
will now be fostered and firmly

in the central government and 
parliament of the UAR. It is 
also likely that their standard 
of living may be reduced to- 
ward the Egyptian levels by 
complete economic unity. 


As regards the Arab Union, 
Jordan is obviously the prin- 
cipal gainer and should acquire 
a new political and economic 
stability from union with Iraq. 
The richer member of the 
partnership will, no doubt, have 
to divert part of its resources 
to the support of the other. 

Although both uniong declar- 
ed their readiness to admit new 
members, there does not seem 
to be any likelihood of new 
adhesions to either at present.
